tration hostile to American industry. 
This also indicated the necessity for the 
return to power of the Republican party 
in the National 
Government, so that 


American industry, wool growing, sugar 
raising, equally with iron-making and 
textile productions, may bare continued 
prosperity and the employes in these in- 
dustries constant employment and con- 
tinned good wages, snob as American 
workmen should receive. 


Several vacancies of the committee were 


then filled. M. D. Foley was selected to 
take the place of Thomas Wren, from He- 
vada; B. Herman, to take the place of 
John T. Apperson, of Oregon; Congress- 
man M. W. Morrow, to take, tba place ot 
Horace Davis, of California, and O. M. 
Thomas, to take the place of J. L. Moore, 
of Kenuucky. 


At this point, General J. H. Sypher,

The committee at once decided to leave 
their contracted quarters at the Arlington 
and repaired to League headquarters. 
Arriving at the League the committee ' 
lost but little time in getting to work,

Fifteen 


minutes was allowed each delegation. 
Minneapolis came ilrst, and ex-Secretary 
Windom, who headed the delegation, in a 
short but persuasive speech, stated a num- 
ber of reasons why ha thought Minneapo- 
lis should be favored. 
He promised ex- 


cellent hotel accommodations at usual 
rates, a capacious hal capable of seating 
11,000 people, and said all the expenses of 
the convention would be paid and all the 
usual courtesies extended to the National 
committee. 


1 General J. B. Henderson, of St. Louis, 
spoke of tho attractions and inducements 
held out by that city, of its unsurpassed 
hotel accommodations and its central lo- 
cation. Tho Jj'ttel men were pledged to 
charge the u<uml rates and there would 
be no distinction in the treatment of col- 
ored delegate; from the South. 


Some of tho more enthusiastic mem- 


bers of the Northwestern delegations 
•who 
are heio to represent their re- 


spective cities, ai gua as follows; Phila- 
delphia means Elaine, Cincinnati means 
John Shei man, Chicn^o means Robert 
Lincoln, nml Omaha means Senator Alli- 
son. The Chicago delegation appear to 
be confident, Minneapolis hopeful, Cin- 
cinnati anxious, Philadelphia thoughtful- 
ly earnest, and half a dozen others more 
or less prayerful. 


After the recess the Chicu^) delegation 


was admitted, and Mayor Roche of that 
city made a plain bus uoss-like speech in 
favor of holding the convention there. He 
called special attention to the advantages 
and accommodations that could be found 
in Chicago for holding a convention, and 
spoke of the peculiar adaptability of the 
new auditorium building Cor a convention 
hall. 


Senator Cnllom followed, and in a few- 


words indorsed all that Mayor Roche had 
said abour Chicago, insisting that if all 
things were considered Chicago was the 
best place. 


Senator Anderson, the spokesman for 


the Omaha cU'lega'lioti. urged in a verv 
eloquent .spooch the advantage tho young 
giant of cities, Omaim. That city altered 
to spend sixty thousand dollars toward 
paying th» expenses of the convention. 
This would furnish a convention hall, 
headquarters for the State delegations 
for the presidential candidates and for 
committee rooms. 


Congressman Butterwortb, at the head 


of the Cincinnati delegation, was next 
beard. He ui ged vigorously the claims of 
Cincinnati, by reason of its central loca- 
tion, excellent railroad and telegraph fa- 
cil ties, and splendid ball and hotel ac- 
co'nniodations. 
He was 
followed 
by 


M irat Halstead, who spoke especially of 
the fan- play with which the Republican 
press of Cincinnati wo'ild treat all candi- 
dates. Tho city gove nment was in the 
bands of the Republicans, Mugwumpery 
had been eliminated. The hottest polit- 
ical fights ever fought by the Republicans 
had been fought and won with candidates 
nominated at Cincinnati, and another 
would be won next yenr if the convention 
came to Cincinnati. ' he candidate, who- 
ever he might be, would get a better send 
off from there than any other place in the 
country. 


General Bingham, o£ Philadelphia, made 
a very vigorous and earnest address in 
favor of the Centennial city. 
Phila- 


delphia needed no introduction to Re- 
publicans, ntither was it necessary to 
speak of the city's ability to provide a 
ball, and for the comfort nnd the con- 
venience of the convention. Tbev pro- 
po^ed to give to the convention a hall and 
headquarters accommodations, and to 
publish the proceedings of the conven- 


tion daily for the use of tba delegates. 
He assnred them the usual ra es would be 
charged by hotel-keepers. Pennsylvania 
had no candidate for the presidency, and 
the press of Philadelphia would treat 
every candidate fairl '. There was noth- 
ing, General Bingham said, in the next 
issue, as it had been outline 1. that could 
shake Pennsylvania in its fidelity to the 
Republican party, and on this tariff issue, 
as outlined by President Cleveland, Penn- 
sylvania would givj au increased ma- 
jority. 


Colonel Elam, of Richmond, Va., with 


several Virginia Republican Congressmen 
and State Senators, were admitted, and 
Colonel Elam presented a statement pre- 
pared and signed by a great number of 
Virginia Republicans, in which the his- 
tory of the .Republican party for the past 
dozen yearsi was reviewed. With the co- 
operation ol! the National committee, they 
hoped to carry the State next year, and 
seven if not eight of the ten representa- 
tives from the .State. The Virginia Re- 
publicans, tho address declares, are tired 
of being treated by tho Republican party 
not as a pora- relation; but as an illegiti- 
mate comiBction. 
They wanted their 


hands uphold by the National qommittoe, 
and they would give it the electoral voto 
of Virgiu'a next year. 


Colonel Plumin >r, of Abeordeen, D. T., 


made a stirring and humorous speech in 
favor of MinAoapolis. lie wanted the 
convention 
1 seated near Dakota. 
The 


question of Statehood for Dakota was go- 
ing to bo an isiuo in the next campaign. 
He criticized the Democratic parfy harsh- 
ly for keeping Dakota out in the cold, and 
the Administration for tlio men it had put 
over the people of Dakota. But there 
would be another change. Ho could not 
imagine that God Almighty in His wrath 
was going to afll ct this country with four 
years more of Democratic rule. 
Four 


years ago the people got a chance, but it 
Was like changing from old cheese to lim- 
burger. 


Ballolting for a choice of cities then be- 


gan. On the first ballot the vote stood: 
Chicago 11, Omaha 10, Philadelphia 9, 
Cincinnati 8, Minneapolis G, St. Louis 2, 
Washington 1. 


On,the noLt ballot the vote stood: Chica- 


«ago 22, Cincinnati 9, Minneapolis 8, Oma- 
ha 4, Philadelphia 3, St. Louis 1. On the 
third ballot Chicago received 26, one more 
than a majority; Cincinnati 13: Minneap- 
olis 8, and Omaha 1, Subsequently this 
vote, on motion of Mr. Morey, was made 
unanimous for Chicago. 


Quite a long discussion followed a mo- 


tion to admit six delegates at large from 
Dakota to the National convention. This 
proposition was finally amended, and, as 
adopted, allows Dakota and Washington 
Territories each four contingent delegates 
in addition to the two regular delegates. 


The chairman and secretary of the 


committee wore then instructed to pre- 
pare the call for the convention. 


A request for the National Republican 


League of Washington to be permitted to 
do campaign work in the Southern States 
under the direction of the National com- 
mittee, was granted. General Sypher, of 
the League committee, announced that 
with these instructions, the League con- 
templated do'n'* campaign work with 
tariH documents in some of the Southern 
States without d dollar's expense to the 
National committee. 


Mr. Gallaguo, chairman of the New 


York Workingmen's Reform League, was 
admitted to present tha views of that 
party. He asked of the committee some 
recognition of the cause of labor. He 
wanted them to further the views of big 
organization for a high protective tariff, 
a strong navy, more coast defenses, in- 
ternal improvements and 
compulsory 


education. 
He asked the enfranchise 


ments of the white slave, as they had 
witnessed that of the black slave. 


On motion of Mr. Conger, of Ohio, ths 


hearty co-operation o[ the committee was 
voted to th» men whom Mr. Gallague rep- 
resented, find the committee then ad- 
journed.

Mr. Hal- 
stead, of the Cincinnati Gummrrctal Ga- 
zctte, and Mr. Plummei, of Dakota, alss 
made speeches. The entire build ng occu- 
pied by the League \vas brilliantly illu- 
minated. A spleml d lunch wus spread, 
and the social intercha uges were produc- 
tive of the most kindly feeling. 


Secretary Whitney's Annual Report. 
WASIIINQTON, D c. 0.—In bis annual re- 


port the Secretary of the Navy says: "It 
is with much satisfaction that the depart- 
ment is able to repo't upon the occur- 
rences of the past year. Many difficulties 
have stood in the way of the creation of a 
creditable new navy. During the last 
year many of these difficulties have been 
removed, and if it is the will of the coun- 
try that we should be possessed of a navy 
able to raruiitatn,when required, the honor 
and dignity of the Government, it can 
now readily be tr?ato 1." 


The secretary then outlines the work 


accompl ished on the cruisers, armed ves- 
sels, coast defenses, etc. 


In this connection he adds: "Some 


slight delay in tlio construction of the 
cruisers under contract has doubtless re- 
sulted in much jarring and unpleasant- 
ness at first; but at t' e present time all 
concur that the quality of the steel has 
been improved, and that more reliable 
processes have come to light, and all dis- 
satisfaction has disappeared. 
Especially 


has the steel made upon the Pacific coast 
been notable for its quality, and the con- 
struction of the cruisers there may mark 
an important event in its industrial his- 
tory." 


He says: "The department deems it 


unwise to follow at present the course of 
the European powers in building unpro- 
tected torpedo boats. It recognizes the 
power of the dynamite projectile, and be- 
lieves it practicable to embody it in such 
a manner as to insure that it will reach 
any desired object of attack in spite of 
known weapons and upoa that problem it 
is engaged. 


"I find myse'f unable to concur in tho 


the recommendation that the single tur- 
reted monitors be repaired and made 
ready for coast defense vessels. An ex- 
amination of their characteristics shows 
that outside of the ships in our navy no 
antagonist could probaHy be found 
against which they could stand for a mo- 
ment. They were good vessels for their 
time, but are entirely obsolete. It would 
be little less than murder to send men in 
these vessel s at the present time to en- 
counter any recently-built iron-clad." 


"I appreciate fully that it is only as a tem- 


porary expedient that it is suggested and 
with the thought that in the absence of 
any thing else these might be better than 
nothing. This has been the theory on 
whicu tkty, and probably levinty, mil- 


lions have been spent since the close ol 
tha war. It is time to stop it, and be con- 
tent only with the best. If every dollat 
is made to count upon something of real 
value, waste will stop, and not before." 


After describing the extravagant sys- 


tem of repairing vessels in past years, tn« 
repairs often costing several times as 
much as the vessel did, the secretary 
says: 
''It is often the subject of wonder what 


has become of the seventy m'llions spent 
npon war vessels since the close of th6 
war, in view of the fact that there is now 
no navy. The foregoing bit of history 
will serve as an illustration. 


"The pneumatic dynamite guu has been 


developed by private enterprise to the 
point where it merits immediate attention. 
Whatever destruction a torpedo can do, 
this projectile can do if nccui ately placed. 
Against 
its method of attack neither 


nets or machine guus are of any con- 
siderable use. It can be fired at such a 
distance as to be beyond the effective 
range of machine guns, and tho line of 
flight of its proji-ctile escaoesnets. There 
are questions to be settled before its ef- 
ficiency for naval purposes can be fully 
determined. This invention, like every 
other, has its own peculiar problem 
to solve, but the zeal nnd intelligence 
thus far given to the development prom- 
ises ultimate success. For coast and harbor 
defense, to ho fired from land batteries,|its 
accuracy is substantially established, but 
for naval purposes other elements o£ dif- 
ficulty intervene. Tho movement of the 
vessel destroys the possibility of availing 
ofaranc;e previously determined b" ex- 
periment. 
However, the problems to be 


solved are receiving the mo-.t zealous 
study, and it is believed bv thus.) interest- 
ed that in time all will l» work •(! out. 


''A jmblic feeling soum s to exist for the 


creation ot tho naval recurve. Wo have 
informed ourselves on the sj-stom foi 
coast defense and navnl reserve in foreign 
countries and are preoared to formulate 
a general plan for a similar organization 
to meet the requirments of our institu- 
tions. It should resemble in organiza- 
tion that of the militia or National Guard; 
rest upon the foundation of local interest; 
contemplate the employment and rapid 
mobilization of steamers enrolled on an 
auxiliary navy list, and be calculated to 
produce the best results upor. a compara- 
tively small National expenditure. I ask 
for this question the earnest considera- 
tion of Congress. 


"A notable ill ustration ot the generosity 


and courage with which England pushet 
her shipping interests is seen in the man- 
ner in which she is at this moment deal- 
fng with the trade of the North Pacific. II 
has thus .far been principally under thi 
American flag, and contributa'ry to San 
Francisco and the United States. Th« 
British 
Government 
and 
Canada 


together 
are 
proposing 
for 
the 


establishment of a line of first-class steam- 
ers from Vancouver to Japan. The sub- 
sidy is likely to 
be $3)0,00!) annual- 


ly, $225,000 from England and $75,000 
from 
Canada. 
There 
will also be 


contributed from the naval reserve fnnd 
probably $5 per ton annually for each ship 
constructed for the route which will in- 
crease the sum by 
probably $125,000. 


Under such competition it is quite easy to 
conjecture what will become of the Amer- 
ican flag and our resources in tU3 way of 
a naval reserve in the North Pacific. 


Whe estimates for the navy and mari ne 


corps for the current fiscal year amounted 
to $25,580,470.02, and the appropriations to 
$20,182,723.79. The estimates for the fiscal 
year ending June 3t, 18SO, amount to $23,- 
427,840, or $2,161,538.8') less than the esti- 
mates, and $2,754,783 60 less than the ap- 
propriations for the current fiscal year. 


Special attention is called to the con- 


siderations presented in the report in ref- 
erence to the 
provision of additional 


facilities for naval work on the Pacific 
coast, especially in the neighborhood of 
Puget Sound, the grea' coal and iron re- 
gion of the future upon this coast. Apart 
from this question of an additional naval 
station, measures should certiainly be 
taken to place the only naval station now 
existing upon that coast, that at San 
Francisco, in a fully-equipped condition. 


Another ami most Important subject re- 


ferred to in the report is the question of 
making available our imval resources on 
the Gulf coast. 
The necessity for a 


naval 
station 
upon 
the 
shores of 


the 
Gulf 
is 
imperative. 
It 
ap- 


pears to tho bureau that Ponsacola, 
though defective in some respects, com- 
bines mauy advantages for a naval sta- 
tien, and that by the removal of the yard 
to the upper part of the bay, railroad con- 
nection can bo made and other important 
benefits secured. 


In three years wo shall have twenty-one 


wooden vessels remaining; in six years 
but tour, and in nine years our entire 
wooden navy will bava disappeared. 


Attention has been called in previous 


reports to the necessity' of increasing tho 
clerical force engaged in tho completion 
and arrangement of rho war records for 
publication. The 
r°commendnMons for 


the vigorous prosecution of this work are 
renewed. 


The secretary 
devotes 
considerable 


space to a chronicle of tho progress mads 
in the science of naval ship-building, 
coast defense, etc., throaghout the world 
during the year. The general tone of the 
report is one of great satisfaction, with the 
successful development of tho secretary's 
plans for rehabilitation of our navy.
